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Conference Commemorates Opening of Structures Laboratory 


The Graduate Structures Laboratory, located 
west of Athabasca Hall, provides space for 
structural research by staff and graduate 
students in the Department of Civil Engin- 
eering. Contained in the 10, 000 sq. ft. buil- 
ding are facilities for fabrication, curing and 
testing of both large and small scale struc- 
turalelements. Several special features 
were incorporated inthe design. These in- 
clude a complete batching and mixing plant 
for producing concrete with predetermined 
properties. Considerable flexibility of tes- 
ting is possible with the 35 ft. by 70 ft. heavy 
duty load bed which permits anchoring of 
load frames at 2 ft.intervals in either direc- 
tion. Both static and dynamic loading can be 
obtained by use of Amsler hydraulic equip - 
ment. 
Members of the academic staff of the Depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering directly associated 
with the laboratory are Professor J. Long- 
worth, Dr. J. G. MacGregor, Dr. S. H. 
Simmonds and Dr. J. Warwaruk. 
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To commemorate the opening of the newGra- 
duate Structural Laboratory the Department 
of Civil Engineering, in co-operation with 
the National Research Council of Canada, is 
sponsoring a Conference on Structural En- 
gineering Researchin Canada. This con- 
ference to be held in the Northern Jubilee 
Auditorium on November 30th and December 
lst, 1964, will examine the objective and spe- 
cific problems in research in the field of 
structures in Canada, Taking part in the con- 
ference will be representatives from all ma- 
jor Canadian universities, the Division of 
Building Research, the National Research 
Council of Canada and from industrial research 
organizations. Dr. M. R. Horne, University 
of Manchester, England, and Dr. C. P.Siess, 
University of Illinois, U.S. A., whoare inter- 
nationally known for their work in structural 
research, will be special guest speakers. 
During the conference delegates will have an 
opportunity of touring the new laboratory. 
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The new Graduate Structures Laboratory 
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Enrolment Figures Soar 


Enrolment figures have now been compiled 
by the Registrar's Office and once again they 
reach an all-time high for the Edmonton 
campus. The total full-time, day-time en- 
rolment of 9, 681 is up 1, 165 from last year 
or, if part-time and special students are in- 
cluded, the total daytime enrolment is 10, 279. 
A cross- Canada survey conducted by the 
Financial Post this fall on projected full- 
time enrolment figures shows that the Ed- 
monton campus of the University of Alberta 
ranks sixth largest in Canada. If the Calgary 
figures were to be included, we would rank 
5th, replacing McGill University. 


Perhaps the most significant increase in en- 
rolment occurred in the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies which had the largest total increase 
of 235 making a total of 961 students. This 
figure was correct as of October 26 but does 
not include students who registered during 
Summer Session for the full year, nor the 
late registrants. The actual day-time grad- 
uate student enrolment now totals 1, 312. 
Other full-time faculty totals follow. The 
figure in brackets is that of last year's en- 
rolment: Agriculture 255 (204); Arts 1357 
(1174); Commerce 619 (521); Dental Hygiene 
33 (37); Dentistry 189 (191); Education 2494 
(2265); Engineering 809 (756); Household Ec- 
onomics 106 (101); Law 136 (121); Medicine 
371 (330); Nursing (including Diploma Nurse s) 
561(505); Pharmacy 219 (207); Physical Edu- 
cation 207 (177); Rehabilitation Medicine 88 
(71); and Science 1271 (1120). 


Despite increases in Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Camrose, Mount Royal College, and the 
Northern Alberta Institute of Technology, 
and the opening of Red Deer Junior College, 
our own first year registration rose by 139 
to a total of 2,291. Dr. W. H. Johns, in his 
Fall Convocation address, stated that if this 
rate of increase continues, as it appears 
likely to do, the limits of capacity of the 
Edmonton campus willbe reached much soon- 
er than we expected with a figure of 16, 000 
being possible by 1970 and perhaps 18, 000 by 


1972,

Bilingual Exchange Scholarships 


The Bank of Nova Scotia has recently insti- 
tuted a program of Bilingual Exchange Scho- 
larships, tenable at either the undergraduate 
or graduate level, to honour the Centenary of 
Confederation.
